The tins will be extended as 
soon as there is sore notarial for broadcasting, Madrid hr oad castings can be heard 
In Latvia there ere indications that people In Latvia listen to Madrid. From Mad- 
rid also £ Etonians and Lithuanians are sending th lr broadcasts. 

2, On January 8,1955 In Western Camay arrived a Baltic— German sen who had lived In Latvia, 
town of Ce sis, similar to sources Edith Bahllng and family Edelmexm ( M/l 24 and 1^142-144); 
he Is not very talkative, and laavaa a queer ax lnpresalonjhe does not tall anything by 
himself, and answers questions only after long deliberation.^ jailer attitude had a fnu 
Mrc.Ddris who came out of Latvia In fall 1954 (to Join her relatives la Western Germany).

rested, liar mother claims not have known anything about eapionage activities, and 
it is not known how far Edith B. succeeded in carrying out espionage. The people in 
Augsburg(vhere Edith B, lived) assume, that Edith Bahling committed herself to same 
activities for Soviets in order to gst out of Latvia, probably in the hops tha^she 
will be left alone once outside.lt is believed that Soviet agents had approached her 
after a while and demanded the fulfillment of promises) ,.H. blames newspapers which 
gave Bahling oase mnoh too wide a publicity. Bahling is belived to have been compelled 
to do something as agreed upon before she departed from Latvia. The general belief ie 
that she was not able to do much harm, and that the great disadvantage lies merely in 
the emberra ament created ( "blamage").

Margaret Edel- 
aajm(aource )A/UJi) who came out of Cesis in svnaer 1953 had a constant correspondence 
with a school mate in Ceslsfreoently M.B. wrote to Hasaers(she was Invited once to 
attend a graduation celebration at- the Latvian school in Auguatdorf wher B. lives) 
and gave the address of her girl-friend in Geals, who alledgedly desire s to have a 
correspondence with Latvian boys in exile, so some boy from the Angnatorf school 
schould wrote to the address glvatuHasners did not Intro duos this letter in order 
(ss he states) not to endanger the girl in Cesis and to "postpone bar trip to Si- 
beria". However, my opinion is that this might be a part of the scheme by Soviets i through 
the apparently sponsored writing to carry out- some propaganda, to trace addresses and 
last not least to nae the wide-a t read correspondence as a ooanunlcatlonn means f or 
their own espionage. Besides Germany there are. news of many letters arriving from Lat- 
via also in Sweden, Australia, Canada and even B8JU (B)
